1. Attached is a repnrt fr-m Lt, Joseph Charles
(R&A/EIC) which givas in some detail an account of his activi-
tiss in the theater. Azong this officer's duties in England
wxs that of assessing and reporting the trends in British
opirien. In thlis conneetion Lt. Charles comments that
American offlcers would have dons much to improve Ariglo-
dnerican relatlons if they had socepted moro invitations to
speak or 1o sppear at the various ceremoriies to which they
wers invited.

4. His principal difflculty was sonflict with the
drats Department and other American agencies reluctant to 4
avs 068 wmdertake the svaluation of Anglo-American relations.
3iailarly Lt. Charlss reported that at times it was aifficult &
